ON SUBMISSION TO GOD. 


Wen we consider the rejation in which we stand to that Al- 
mighty Being, who created us by his power, and who preserves 
us during every moment of our existence by the unceasing energy 
of his wisdom ; it seems of all truths the simplest and most ob- 
vious, that we ought to be subject to his disposal. When we 
recollect that He, who is our sovereign by nature, unites in his 
adorable character every attribute which can attract our vencra- 
tion, or claim our confidence, or win our love, duty seems 
teo cold aterm to express the regards which are due towards 
him. But when we reflect, that He who formed us by his 
power, and blessed us by his goodness, left not- the world 
he made to perish in its wilful apostacy, but purchased again 
his own creation by the blood of his dear Son, what language 
can adequately describe the feelings of glad obedience and: grate- 
ful adoration, which should animate every child of this wise and 
gracious, insulted and indulgent Parent! Yet. man, fallen unhap- 
py man, can forget alike the obligations of duty and of gratitude ; 
Thousands pass on from youth to age in willing servitude to eve- 
ry passion of their nature, and to every caprice of vanity and opine 
ion ; while they dread.and fly from His authority whose service is 
perfect freedom. And what shall we say ef the best of us? Sub- 
mission, which should be but our first duty, is reckoned amongst

our highest attainments ; and he is thought to be an advanced 
Christian, who is only not rebellious. 
There was a time when submission to God was not counted 
among our burdens. In Eder the seat of purity and joy, before 
sin had entered, and death by sin, our first parents walked gladly 
in the way their Maker had wppointed them, happy in their mu- 
tual love, happy in a grateful adoration of Him who gave it, hap- 
py in that filial confidence which a sense of His perfections and of 
their own innocence inspired. To them, duty and enjoyment 
were one ; the law of obedience was the path of peace. But they 
were tempted, and they fell. They fell, because they would be 
wiser than their Creator. and thought some better satisfaction 
might be found, by a breach of his holy commandments, than 
they had experienced in a cheerful submission to them. Such, at 
least, appears to have been the cause of their sad transgression, 
and such certainly is the history of a large part of the miserable 
adventures in which their blind and unhappy offspring have ever 
since been engaged. God is their proper happiness. His redeeming 
mercy has opened tothemagain the gates of everlasting life. His law, 
holy and just, is the path that will conduct them thither : his dis- 
pensations, secret or manifest, gentle or corrective, are ready, 
like guardian angels, to watch over them, and lead them safely 
in the right way, or call them back when they are wandering from 
it. But God they know not. They know themselves, their ap- 
petites and passions. They know the world abounding on every 
side with allurements to gratification ; and though age after age 
has testified to its vanity, and parents have still transmitted to 
their children the history of their own disappointments, the hope- 
less race is forever renewed, and men follow after happiness in 
eyery direction, except that by which they might attain it. 

Yet some there are, (in this happy land we may reasonably hope 
there are very many,) who by the mercy of God have been made 
sensible of the general error; and who feel that true good only 
can be found by reascending towards that holy light which cheered 
the blessed region whence our first parents wandered down into 
this land of shadows. These, surely, aredeeply sensible of their own 
blindness ; they have lamented their past follies ; they have felt the 
blessedness of drawing near to God as to their reconciled father, 
and they d&sire above all things to be for ever subject to his gui- 
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dance and government. Yes, certainly, these are their settled 
feelings, their dcliberate wishes. Were it otherwise, how could 
they reasonably believe themselves to be led by the Spirit of truth. 
And yet, even among the truly pious, there are probably very few 
who always preserve an equal temper of mind amidst the changes 
and chances of this world. Some are agitated by their own dis- 
tresses. Some are moved to surprise and grief at the afflictions 
which befall those who are most dear to them. And there are 
moments, perhaps (they should be only moments,) when even the 
most experienced Christian, though he may bow with unresisting 
submission under the hand of God, can scarcely lift up an eye of 
¢ ratitude, or kiss with filial love the rod that chastens him. 

It is neither to be expected nor desired, that we should become 
insensible to our own sufferings, or to those of others. He who 
is fainting in pain or sickness, would think himself but mocked 
by being told that he must throw aside his weakness, and rise 
supcrior to such infirmities. Nor is it by any means the nature 
of true religion to diminish our tenderness towards others. On 
the contrary, it opens the. springs of every gentle feeling, and 
calls forth to new life and vigour every generous affection. Yet 
notwithstanding this, it cannot be denied that we are far too apt 
to be dejected under the misfortunes which befall ourselves ; and 
sometimes, perhaps, while our own sorrows are sustained with 
fortitude, we yield to an unbecoming grief for those whose hap- 
piness is very dear to us. 

Indeed,an exemplary patience under the distresses of our friends 
is not the first of virtues. Yet it is very possible that a feeling 
mind may be betrayed into the indulgence of a more vehement 
sorrow, or a more careful anxiety, for others, than is quite con- 
sistent with a spirit of filial resignation, from the generous nature 
of a sentiment which can be blameable only when it is excessive. 
‘The same principles, however, undoubtedly apply to the pains 
which we feel for others, and those which we suffer for ourselves ; 
and the true Christian must endeavour, in both cases, to recol- 
lect by whom they are inflicted, and to cultivate that cheerful as- 
surance of the paternal care and kindness of our heavenly. Benefac- 
tor, which will reconcile us to every dispensation. 

Submission to God, in its full extent, is by no means an act of 
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simple obedience: it implies the union and exercise of many 
christian graces. To submit, indeed, in the narrow sense of the 
word, is not a matter of choice to any of us. He who created 
heaven and earth by his word, and who wields the elements at his 
pleasure, will certainly not want the power to give effect to his 
own purposes, “ As E live,” saith the Lord, “ every knee shall 
bow.” Yet there is a submission, to which God invites his crea- 
tures as their privilege, while at the same time he requires it from 
them as their duty ;—a submission not of the act only but of the 
heart, founded upon the deepest conviction of his wisdom, an en- 
tire trus: in his providence, and a fervent love of his goodness. 
Such a submission, it is plain, is essentially different from a mere 
acquiescence in events which we have no power to control. It is 
the homage of the will, the natural and beautiful expression of 
the best affections of the soul, of gratitude, of veneration, of 
filial love and filial confidence, 

I believe it happens to most men who are truly pious, to be~ 
come, as they advance in life, less and less disposed to enter up- 
on complicated schemes for the attainment even of those objects 
which appear to be the most reasonably desirable. They have 
found themselves so often mistaken in their estimate of what is 
really good ; they have seen the events to which they are chiefly 
jndebted for their happiness in this life, brought about in a manner 
$0 original, by a course so unlike any they should themselves have 
pursued, and often so independently of their own efforts, that they 
grow distrustful of themselves and are tired of weaving plots 
which.a single cross accident is sufficient to entangle ; or which 
after having been completed with the utmost skill and care, un- 
travel of themselves and end in nothing. Now this. is a practica- 
ble acknowledgement of the reasonableness of that duty which 
we are now considering. If our experience convinces us that we 
neither ynderstand well how to control them, is it not manifestly 
our best wisdom to resign them willingly into the hands of Him 
who is certainly capable of directing them properly, and who-has 
declared that “ they whe trust in the Lord shall. want no manner 
of thing that is good ?””

AN ADDRESS FROM 
“ THE BOSTON FEMALE SuUCIETY, FOR 
MISSIONARY PURPOSES,” 
70 FEMALES PROFESSING GODLINESS. 


It will probably be recollected by the female readers of this 
Magazine, that in March last, a letter appeared, addressed to the 
female friends of Zion,” (‘ from the Boston female Society for 
Missionary purposes ;” recommending to female religious socie- 
ties, to set apart the first Monday afternoon of every month for 
special prayer; and likewise soliciting a correspondence with 
them by letter. It was with much trembling and diffidence, we 
took this public step; but from the success which has attended 
our feeble efforts, we have reason to believe we were directed to 
it by unerring wisdom. 

Understanding it to be the desire of some of our friends to 
know what encouragement we have met with, and believing it will 
not be wholly uninteresting to others, we are happy to announce, 
that letters have been received from a number of societies* of dif- 
ferent denominations, expressing their warmest approbation of 
our proposals, and their determination to unite in concert with us. 
They profess themselves quickened and animated by our exhorta- 
tion ; and we can in truth say, “ Our heart has burned within us,” 
at the reading of their communications. By this means we have 
come to the knowledge of societies and individuals, which before 
we did not know existed ; and we trust we shall have increasing 
eccasion to rejoice, that this channel of intercourse has been open- 
ed. We therefore affectionately request our beloved sisters to 





‘* Information has been received from seventeen societies in 
the state of Massachusets; one in New-Hampshire, one in Con- 
necticut, and two in Rhode-Island. On the happy day alluded to, 
we can, in thought, travel from place to place, and visit these lit- 
tle praying companies, and hold sweet communion with our dear 
sisters whose faces we have never seen, and probably never shall, 
till we meet on Mount Zion above. And we trust, the blessed 
Jesus often condescends to “ come in, the doors being shut,’” and 
‘say, * Peace be unto you.” 
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continuc their favours, and invite others to come forward and par- 
ticipate in those refined enjoyments which result from an enlarge- 
ment of Christian Friendshif. Allied by the tenderest and strong- 
est of ties, we rejoice to hear of the welfare of any branch “ of 
the household of faith,” and we feel it a privilege to sympathise 
with those, who are in heaviness through manifold temptations. 
A line from any of our dear sisters scattered in the wilderness, 
would be peculiarly gratifying. We are aware, that by thus com- 
ing out, we lay ourselves open to the remarks of the enemies of 
religion ; but believing the path of duty to be guarded on the 
right hand and on the left, we feel safe. Our object is nut to ren- 
der ourselves important, but useful. We have no wish to go 
out of our province, nor do we undertake to become teachers in 
Israel ; it is our fleasure to see our brethren go before, and we 
are content to be permitted * to glean after the rcapers,” and fol- 
low with our earnest prayers, their more extensive lubours ; this 
privilege we must covet. We cannot be willing io remain in a 
state of neutrality in a cause which demands so much zeal and ac- 
tivity ; nor can we feel satisfied with being made partakers of the 
grace of the gospel ourselves, without desiring to be instrumen- 
tal in conveying the knowledge of it to others. 


The present is a time, which calls loudly on the people of Ged, 


to exert themselves to their utmost, in every way which may be 
calculated to promote the cause of truth. In a day when iniquity 
abounds, and the love of many is waxing cold; when the most 
important and fundamental doctrines of the gospel are controvert- 
ed and held in contempt by many who call themselves Christians ; 
when our beloved country which has long been the seat of peace; 
and an asylum for the wretched of every description, is involved 
in the horrors of war; when the ocean is discolored, and the land 
crimsoned with the blood of our fellow-men; it more than ever 
becomes the real disciples of Jesus, to “ pray without ceasing,” 
that * the Spirit of the Lord may lift up a standard” against those 
floods of error and infidelity, and cause a reformation of heart 
and life, both in the church and in the world. We are not, dear 
sisters, called to go into the field of battle, and expose our lives 
, to the devouring sword ; but we are vbligated by every principle 
of religion and virtue, to mourn the sins which render these ca- 
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jamities necessary, and to pray fora spirit of genuine repentance 
and humiliation ;that those tokens of the divine displeasure may 
be averted, and the happy era soon commence, when wars shall 
cease to the ends of the earth, and the gentle sceptre of the Prince 
of Peace be swayed over every quarter of the globe, * For this 
shall every one that is Godly pray unto him when he may be found.”” 
Tfour hearts were but duly impressed with the value of this inesti- 
mable privilege,and our responsibility to the Lord, for the improve- 
ment of it, we should arise without deluy, and besiege a throne of 
mercy, and “ give Him no rest, till he establish and make Jcrusa- 
lem a praise in the earth.” 

We have no doubt, our sisters feel with us, that it is our duty on 
these occasions, particularly to bear on our hearts the ministers of 
the gospel ; especially our Missionary brethren. When we con- 
sider how much wisdom, prudence, faith, patience and grace they 
need, to qualify them for the office ; how much they need the sup- 
ports and comforts of religion in their own souls, in order to ren- 
der them faithful to the souls of others ; and how necessary the ins 
fluences of the Holy Spirit, to accompany their labours, we must 
feel culpaple if we are not engaged in “ holding up their hands.” 
Let us then, unitedly plead for them, and though seas may roll, 
and mountains and vallies intervene between them and us, they will 
feed that their Father’s children are prayiog for them. 

And, dear sisters, while we “ pray that the gospel may have free 
course, and be glorified,” in the full belief that it will bear down all 
opposition, let us “add toour faith virtue,” by extending the 
hand of charity, to aid in communicating to others those rich and 
unmerited blessings with which we are so highly favoured. “ Which 
kings and prophets waited for, and sought, but never found.” 
Without taking any credit to ourselves, we acknowledge, very 
considerable has been done, within the laat twelve years, by Chris- 
tian females, to assist Missionary undertakings. But as the field 
widens, much is still todone; therefore “ what our hands find to 
do, let us do it with our might.” ‘The embarrassed state of our 
country may require, that we study prudence and economy, but let 
a persevering endeavour, to promote the spread of the gospel, by 

contributing our mite, be the last gratification we deny our- 
selves. Yea, let us double our diligence. If our talent be small» 
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if our sphere be contracted, if our circumstances be narrow ; let 
ali the energy and abilities we do possess be employed in the cause 
of God. Ifevery Christian considered the support aud propaga- 
tion of the gospel his first expense, and measured his others ac- 
cordingly, what an increase of means would soon be found to dis- 
seminate the knowledge of divine truth ! Suppose, beloved sisters | 
we try the experiment; and “ on the first day of the week, lay 
in store for this purpose, as God hath prospered us ;” and if we 
should find ourselves unable to indulge in the same luxuries as 
heretofore, let us, with the Apostle, “ learn how to be adased as 
well as how to abound ;” for we must remember, that charity and 
self-denial are close companions. “ To do good and to commu- 
nicate, forget not, for with such sacrifices God is well-pleased.” 

May we not here be permitted, to entreat our dear sisters to 
take into consideration the important work, in which our afflicted 
brethren in India are engaged, viz. the translation of the Scrip- 
tures in the various languages of that country. Should every 
Christian in the United States contribute the inconsiderable sum 
of 25 cents per year to this purpose, some thousands of dollars 
would be annually devoted to aid a work of the greatest magni- 
tude in which it is possible for mortals to be engaged. And who- 
ever bestows a mite to that object, will no doubt be instrumental 
of conveying a blessing to the latest posterity. 

Our female friends, who may be disposed to continue or com-

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INTERESTING INTELLIGENCE FROM INDI Aw 
Received by the Tartar. 
REVIEW OF THE MISSION AT THE CLOSE OF THE YEAR 181}. 
( Concluded from page 767.) 


Tur next in order of time is the mission in 
HINDOOST’HAN. 


Digah. In the course of this last year it will he seen that we 
have, on behalf of the Society, purchased a house at Digah, a 
few miles from Patra, with a view to its forming both a school 
and a permanent mission station; and in the course of the year 
Mr. and Mrs. Rowe have proceeded thither to assist Mr. and 
Mrs. Moore, the health of the latter of whom, we are happy to 
add, seems much better than at the close of the former year. 
Brother Rowe describes the situation‘at Digah as possessing ad- 
vantages for missionary exertions scarcely exceeded by any situa- 
tion in India, Calcutta excepted. We are about to send thither a 
native brother born at Patna, and acquainted both with the Hindee 
and Persian languages ; and intend to send to Patna one of our 
brethren who makes known the gospel at Calcutta, as soon as we 
can fix on one suited to that large field of labour. Our brethren 
at Digah are about to form themselves into a church, which we 
pray that the Lord may bless and make the mother of a multitude 
of churches around them. 

Agra. Here our brethren and sisters arrived in May, after & 
journey of four months.God was pleased to raise up some friends, 
who received them with great kindness ; and a door seems open- 
ed for them to make known the gospel. Many of our countrymen 
in the Fort there seem already to welcome the glad news of sal- 
vation; and we trust that the word will ere long have an entrance 
among the ignorant heathen around them. Their prospects rela- 
tive to a school too, greatly exceed any thing they expected; and 
bid fair to enable them, while training up children, the future in- 
habitants of the country, in the nurture and admonition of the 
Lord, to contribute something towards their own support and the 
unavoidable expenses attending a missionary station. Brother 
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Chamberlain has been again plunged into the depth of affliction 
since his arrival there, by the loss of his two daughters, Hannah 
and Mary, the latter the eldest daughter of our present sister 
Chamberlain, and the former rendered peculiarly dear to him on 
account of her mother, of whom he was bereaved at Cutwa about 
7 years ago. It gives us pleasure to observe however, that these 
afflictions although heavily felt by our bereaved brother, ncither 
discourage him in the work of God, nor diminish his activity there- 
in. He has succeeded in getting a pundit to assist him in the 
Brij-Bhasa, in which language, varying in some degree from the 
Hindee, he hopes ultimately to complete a grammar, a dictionary, 
and a version of the scriptures. 

Our brother Peacock has also applied to the language with much 
assiduity and success. He is particularly useful in the school, 
and his heart seems increasingly set on the work of God. 


ORISSA MISSION. 


In the course of the past year, our brother John Peter has been 
cnabled to acquire the language in a considerable degree, and to 
circulate pretty widely the Orissa scriptures. The fruit of this 
however must not be expected immediately ; it is sometimes a 
long time after the seed is cast in the ground before it makes its 
appearance, and a much longer before it brings forth fruit. The 
cuse is not greatly dissimilar with the word of God. Seven have 
becn added to the church in Orissa this year, few or none of them 
however are natives of Orissa; yet we doubt not but the time 
will come (nor do we think it far distant) when multitudes of these 
shall obey the word of God and live. Meanwhile we rejoice in 
conversion of others, as they may be made the honoured instru- 
‘ments of spreading the word of life among the heathen around 
them. In this way indeed several members of this church seem 
likely to be useful, Some of them stationed at Cuttack, have in 
the course of the year laboured greatly to diffuse the knowledge 
of Christ among the heathen there as will appear from several let- 
ters which brethren Greene and Smith have occasionally sent to 
their pastor at Balafore. In a journey to visit these, brother 
Peter had an opportunity of communicating the news of salvation 
to many ; and the readiness manifested, both to hear the word of 
life and to obtain the Scriptures, was truly encouraging. Of the 
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church in Orissa eleven members are at present at Cuttack,among 
whom are the brethren Smith and Greene. Should a blessing ac- 
company their endeavours to make known the gospel, a church 
may in some future time be raised there also. The other part of 
the church, fifteen in number, including brother Peter and broth- 
er Krishna-das, is at Balafore; so that the word of life is now 
made known in Orissa in two places more than a hundred miles 
distant from each other. 
MISSION TO BOOTAN. 


The circumstances which have attended this proposed mission 
have been exceedingly discouraging. Our brethren Robinson and 
Cornish had arrived at Barbaree only afew days, when their house 
was attacked by a desperate gang of robbers to the amount of fif- 
ty or more, who, kiliing two or three of the servants. pillaged 
the house of every thing they were able to carry away. The loss 
thus sustained by the mission was computed by our brethren to be 
little léss than 2000 rupees. Discouraged by this afflicting cir- 
cumstance, brother Cornish requested leave to return to Seram- 
pore. Brother Robinson after some time took another journey 
to the confines of Bootan ; but on making application for permis- 
sion to enter the country, it was answered, that this would not 
be permitted. On which, thinking it useless to make any further 
attempt, he requested that some other ficld of labour might be 
assigned him. On four or five being pointed out, he fixed on Java 
whither he has obtained the permission of government to proceed. 
The Mission to Bootan must therefore be conducted in anothe, 
way: the most practicable seems to be, that of getting natives of 
the country to assist in translating the New-Testament, which 
when printed, (and the forming of a fount of types from the va- 
rious copies of the alphabet in our possession is not difficult,) can 
be easily cargied into the country by some of our native brethren 
who can enter it at pleasure; as the Bengalee language is spokca 
by many in Bootan. 


THE MAHRATTA COUNTRY, 
In our last review we mentioned the opportunity afforded us 


through the medium of a friend, of introducing the Gospel into 
this country. From the letters received from him in the course 
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of the year, it will appear that the willingness of the inhabitants 
near him to receive and read the word is very great. He men- 
tions several as having read the New-Testament through: oth- 
ers as applying for it with great eagerness; and three or four as 
apparently determined to make an open profession of faith in 
Christ. The youths in his little school too, continue to study the 
scriptures, and to improve in the knowledge of the Mahratta and 
Hindec languages. In a word, the seed sown there seems to af- 
ford ground for encouragement and hope. We infer from the 
manner in which the scriptures are read and apparently relished, 
that the style and language must be well understood. This affords 
encouragement to persevere in other translations where the door kn 
may not be immediately open for the dissemination of the word.

deemed insupportable to European constitutions? A degree of 
health has been granted to almost every individual equal to what 
as formerly enjoyed in our native land. Ina word, the Lord has 
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Chamberlain has been again plunged into the depth of affliction 
since his arrival there, by the loss of his two daughters, Hannah 
and Mary, the latter the eldest daughter of our present sister 
Chamberlain, and the former rendered peculiarly dear to him on 
account of her mother, of whom he was bereaved at Cutwa about 
7 years ago. It gives us pleasure to observe however, that these 
afflictions although heavily felt by our bereaved brother, ncither 
discourage him in the work of God, nor diminish his activity there- 
in. He has succeeded in getting a pundit to assist him in the 
Brij-Bhasa, in which language, varying in somé degree from the 
Hindee, he hopes ultimately to complete a grammar, a dictionary, 
and a version of the scriptures. 

Our brother Peacock has also applied to the language with much 
assiduity and success. He is particularly useful in the school, 
and his heart seems increasingly set on the work of God. 


ORISSA MISSION. 


In the course of the past year, our brother John Peter has been 
cnabled to acquire the language in a considerable degree, and to 
circulate pretty widely the Orissa scriptures. The fruit of this 
however must.not be expected immediately ; it is sometimes a 
long time after the seed is cast in the ground before it makes its 
appearance, and a much longer before it brings forth fruit. The 
case is not greatly dissimilar with the word of God. Seven have 
been added to the church in Orissa this year, few or none of them 
however are natives of Orissa; yet we doubt not but the time 
will come (nor do we think it far distant) when multitudes of these 
shall obey the word of God and live. Meanwhile we rejoice in 
conversion of others, as they may be made the honoured instru- 
‘ments of spreading the word of life among the heathen around 
them. In this way indeed several members of this church seem 
likely to be useful. Some of them stationed at Cuttack, have in 
the course of the year laboured greatly to diffuse the knowledge 
of Christ among the heathen there as will appear from several let- 
ters which brethren Greene and Smith have occasionally sent to 
their pastor at Balafore. In a journey to visit these, brother 
Peter had an opportunity of communicating the news of salvation 
to many ; and the readiness manifested, both to hear the word of 
life and to obtain the Scriptures, was truly encouraging. Of the 
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church in Orissa eleven members are at present at Cuttack,among 
whom are the brethren Smith and Greene. Should a blessing ac- 
company their endeavours to make known the gospel, a church 
may in some future time be raised there also. The other part of 
the church, fifteen in number, including brother Peter and broth- 
er Krishna-das, is at Balafore; so that the word of life is now 
made known in Orissa in two places more than a hundred miles 
distant from each other. 


MISSION TO BOOTAN. 


The circumstances which have attended this proposed mission 
have been exceedingly discouraging. Our brethren Kobinson and 
Cornish had arrived at Barbaree only afew days, when their house 
was attacked by a desperate gang of robbers to the amount of fif- 
ty or more, who, killing two or three of the servants. pillaged 
the house of every thing they were able to carry away. The loss 
thus sustained by the mission was computed by our brethren to be 


- little léss than 2000 rupees. Discouraged by this afflicting cir- 


cumstance, brother Cornish requested leave to return to Seram- 
pore. Brother Robinson after some time took another journey 


. to the confines of Bootan ; but on making application for permis- 


sion to enter the country, it was answered, that this would not 
be permitted. On which, thinking it useless to make any further 
attempt, he requested that some other ficld of labour might be 
assigned him. On four or five being pointed cut, he fixed on Java 
whither he has obtained the permission of government to proceed. 
The Mission to Bootan must therefore be conducted in anothe, 
way: the most practicable seems to be, that of getting natives of 
the country to assist in translating the New-Testament, which 
when printed, (and the forming of a fount of types from the va- 
tious copies of the alphabet in our possession is not difficult,) can 
be easily carried into the country by some of our native brethren 
who can enter it at pleasure; as the Bengalee language is spokcn 
by many in Bootan. 
THE MAHRATTA COUNTRY,

brought in this year may exceed any thing yet seen by us. Let 
us endeavour to abound in the work of the Lord, and diligently 
watch for opportunities to make known his glorious gospel. To 
this the Lord is particularly calling us by thus setting before us 
an open door: let us then give proof that we possess the genuine 
spirit of adoption by following where our heavenly father leads, 
and improving every opportunity to call in those, his other 
sheep,” whom he will surely bring in, and unite with the rest un- 
der the. same Shepherd. 

Finally, let us expect from him this year and onwards a iil 
more abundant blessing. His work is perfect; and what we see 
him begin, we muy be assured he will complete. All we have 
hitherto seen, though worthy of our praise in itself derives its 
principal value from its appearing to be a preparation for still 
greater things. And is not the residue of the Spirit with 
Him? Must not the knowledge of the Lord our Redeemer cover 
the whole earth? the stone cut out without hands become an un 
measurable mountain? the mountain of the Lord’s house be es 
tablished on the top of the mountains, for all nations to flow unto 
it? And when must all these things be accomplished, but in thes 
‘last days,’ of which above seventeen hundred years are already 


gone. Let us not then measure what is to come by what has beet 
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t already, but rather looks forward to brighter things, as men in the 
h dawn of the morning expect, not the return of the midnight 
'y shades, but the appearance of the rising sun. Then let us look for-
